Fifteim years ago in Missouri I tried 
feeding tri'- . a I'tiru-stallcs to eultle dur- 
inp; July and Aiio;uhI, to suppleun i 
bare pasture. I henttorod about the 
pasture, first. Urn common dent ami 
yellow flint, hut it was loft to bleaeh. 
Next I fed ifreen sorghum with better 
suecess. Next ycur I raised evergreen 
sweet corn uud fed preen also, and i 
found it difficult to feed mure than was 
oaten clean. Afterword I planted from 
ten to thirty aores every year. As 
Boon us tho Held corn was planted I 
took tlie planter on tho evergreen 
ground, opouud tho dropping depart- 
ment to lis full capacity, ordered tho 
boy to movo tho lovor livoly, 
harrowed and cultivated well. 
Wheu tho leaves botfau to turn 
It was cut 'and •hooked. Some of tho 
shocks wcik left standing until March, 
nt a loss of i>or cent. Tho question 
how to aave It without husking diMnk 
tho winter took mo several years to 
solve. Some of us discovered that 
feeding outdoors in winter was not 
profitable, even in Missouri orKanaaa, 
1 had a barn Hour .10 by 00 feet; put u 
fcod-cutter rim by hnrso-powor Into It. 
and when my evergreen crop was well 
cured it was run through tho foed- 
cuttcr stalks and e.tin— and piled 
bitck on the Hour 'JO feet deop, where 
It settled solid by Its own WelgU, occu- 
pying littlo mnro space than if it had 
been packed green in a silu, uud keep- 
ing as fresh and sweet as hay. Along- 
side of this BOO* 1 wore bins for bran, 
etc., nud a mixing-box. 10 by 10 
foot, In which the chopped fodder was 
wet an. 1 mixed with bran covored with 
a cloth until it bocuino hot. When I 
hud not enough evergreen, I cut up 
lleld uora nud ran It through tho fned- 
culter, oars nnfl all. and I believe I gut 
mom valuo out of It when fed to cattle 
than by any ethbr method. Tho oars 
of ovorgrocu com remain soft long 
oftor the fodder is cured, yot I novor 
know It to mold after it was chopped; 
the dry fodder absorbs the moisture. I 
think aver green corn must be as rich 
in albtHnlnolds as oats. I dried several 
bushels and had It ground; i< took a long 
time to grind it; the miller said it was 
too "gummy." The bread hud not the 
oorn-munl flavor, but lasted mora like

In explanation of the mechanism of 
the disonsM it has base suggested Hint 
tho granules of the pollen cells, which 
are much smaller than corpuscles, en- 
ter the bloial vessels by act mil pene- 
tration of the walls, and thul it is not 
Improbable that thu sta ta faa experi- 
enced in hay fever is due to the pres- 
ence of this granular mutter in the 
general circulation. But whatever may 
be tho cause of this malady, tlio dis- 
tressing symptoms often tax the in- 
genuity of physician and patient for 
their relief in vain. Some methods of 
treatment depend upon the mcchanicul 
prevention of accession of pollen grains 
to susceptible mucous membrane, and 
uthers upon tho use of agents for the 
relief of irritation already set up. 

A rational method of prevention 
would seem to la*, if the pollen theory 
of cauaution be accepted, removal dur- 
iugtlie uccustomed period of attack to 
a Ideality freest from vegetation, and 
especially the noxious Ambrmin ur- 

ttmMa/\/Ha, a condition perhaps best 

secured by an ocean voyage. Since 
prevention is, however, impracticable 
for the majority, palliation of, or reliof 
from the distressing symptoms is what 
is chiefly demanded, and hero the 
anaaathaitUi properties of cocaine would 
seem « priori In make it a valuable 
remedy. Kvporienoo lias justified this 
assumption, und when Intelligently ap- 
plied, cocaine will certainly mitigate it 
not nctually dissipate tile symptoms. 

Sir Andrew Chirk. In the local use of 
eocaiuo iu buy fever, suggests three 
methods solution,* sprny and nasal 
bougie, lie prefers, however, to ap- 
ply a live to llftcen p.-r cent, solution 
w ith a camel's hair brush. The bougies 
axe made by dissolving one-fourth of a 
grain or more of the hydrochluriltc of 
cocaine in a mixture of gelatine and 
glycerine. The use of carbolic acid is 
lauded as a curative agent. Tho com- 
binution is one ounce of glycerlte of 
carbolic acid, hydrechlorate of quinine 
our drachm, and enough hichlorido of 
mercury to make a l-2.Nm solution. In 
the preparation of this solution heat 
is necessary. Tlio following is the 
mulhod of application: Clean the nos- 
trils with a douche of wnrm water 
containing horoglycerldo in propor- 
tion of one ounce to the pint, nnd the 
carbolic mixture is applied with a 
laryngeal brush. — Medical Classics.
